RothmuUer fails to teach "providing the user the ability to locate digital media files 
within the media view by scrolling a timeline that is displayed in conjunction with the media 
view*' as recited in Claim 27. RothmuUer discloses only a timeline that includes '"time bands*' 
{ie.^ markers on a tuneline) that can be moved al<mg the timeline to limit the temporal range of 
c<^ideradon Mviien searching for objects m a database^ and does not teach or suggest sciptliirig of ' 
a timeline itself . 

D. Response in Offidal Action 

The applicant argues that the jmor art does not teach or suggest "a timeline that can be 
scrolled in Ofd^ to locate media files*'* 

In contrast to Ae applicant's argument, RoifamnMer does teach timeline view showing 

adjustable time bands (fig. 3: item 251) can be moved to find all photo (i. e. media file8).within
